Anticipating the opening of the 
Wattis Hall of Man, the Academy’s Docent 
Council and Education Office are sponsoring 
a series of five lectures this month as a pre- 
liminary course of study for docents who will 
tour the new hall as well as arranging it so that 
members, if they so choose, can attend these 
evening seminars. The experts involved are: 


Dr. Michael J. Moratto, Associate Professor 
of Anthropology, San Francisco State Univer- 
sity and Academy Research Associate, will 
open the series on March 23 with an orienta- 
tion to the field of anthropology, and will give 
the historical perspective of the Academy’s 
involvement in this discipline. 


Dr. F. Clark Howell, Professor of Anthro- 
pology, U.C. Berkeley, is an Academy Fellow 
and long-time consultant to the Exhibits De- 
partment. He will focus his two lectures on 
March 30 and April 6 on the Early Man exhibits 
that will be installed in Wattis Hall, and on 
the African Origins of Man room, to which he 
has been a major contributor. 


Dr. Richard A. Gould, Professor of Anthro- 
pology at the University of Hawaii and primary 
consultant on the new hall, will emphasize 
cultural and ecological influences of mankind's 
development in his presentations on April 12- 
13, covering the 14 habitat-group displays 
planned for the Hall.
